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Pentagon action explained by high source 


Other defense needs 
cited to cause halt 
to Air Force plans

The Manned Orbiting Lab, the multi­ 
billion dollar space program on which 
citizens had pinned their hopes for a 
1969 economic boost to the area, was 
aborted this morning by the Department 
of Defense. 
Deputy Defense Secretary David Pack­ 
ard made the announcement at a hastily 
called news conference in Washington, 
D.C. this morning. Packard explained 
that Pentagon officials had concluded that 
the MOL’s potential accomplishments 
did not warrant continuation of the pro­ 
gram when compared against other de­ 
fense needs. 
Packard said latest estimates indi­ 
cate the project would cost $3 billion 
if carried through to completion — $1

Memorial services for Pfc. James A. 
Mardls Jr., who died last Thursday as a 
result of hostile action in Vietnam will 
be held Thursday 3 p.m., in St. Mary’s 
Episcopal Church. The Rev. Stuart Fitch 
will officiate. 
Pfc. Mardis, 20 was the son of Air 
Force Lt. Col. and Mrs. James A. 
Mardis Sr., and a 1967 graduate of 
Cabrillo High School. Young Mardis en­ 
listed in the Army last October along 
with three buddies from Hancock College 
and had been in Vietnam since April. 
He was a combat Infantryman with the 
25th Infantry Division and had recently 
been assigned as an instructor for South 
Vietnamese forces located near the Cam­ 
bodian border. 
Details of young Mardis’ death were 
not immediately available. About 10days 
ago, or a day or two before his death, 
the soldier had telephoned his parents via 
the International ham radio phone patch 
setup. The elder Mardis indicated his son 
thought the South Vietnamese mlitary 
forces were rapidly gaining the skill and 
strength they will need to take the 
place of the American GI. 
After graduation from Cabrillo, young 
Mardis attended North Texas State Col­ 
lege for a year and attended classes at 
Hancock College for a couple of months 
before he and his friends left class one 
day and enlisted. 
Besides his parents he leaves abroth- 
er, Ricky and a sister, Susan. 


billion more than the original estimate. 
The Manned Orbiting Lab represented 
the sole oportunity for the West Coast 
to join the East Coast as a port of em­ 
barkation for men journeying into space. 
The Air Force already has spent $1.3 
billion on the MOL program since Pres­ 
ident Johnson first gave it the go-ahead 
in 1965. At that time the launch sched­ 
ule was for the first unmanned shot to 
take place from here in 1968 with the 
first manned shot to follow in 1969. De­ 
lays and difficulties caused numerous 
postponements with the latest assess­ 
ment putting the first manned launch date 
into late 1971 or early 1972. 
The MOL is a highly secret military 
program designed to evaluate the contri­ 
butions that man could make to military 
needs from his lofty perch in space. 
The program called for putting two men 
into a Gemini capsule attached to the 
actual laboratory. Then the giant Titan 
III booster with its huge solid motors 
would push the vehicle into polar orbit. 
The total vehicle would stand 145-feet 
high. 
Once in orbit around the poles, the 
two military astronauts would enter the 
laboratory portion and keep the entire 
Earth under surveillance, reporting back 
on troop movements and other military 
activities taking place anywhere on earth 
The news was a shocking surprise to 
most people here including key officers 
and civilian contractors connected to the 
program. All expressed puzzlement and 
wonder about what the future would hold 
for people and companies affiliated with 
the program. 
The story of the MOL program here is 
a lengthy one dating back to the early 
sixties when rumors first began circulat­ 
ing that the historic Sudden Ranch south 
of Vandenberg was about to be acquired 
for the purpose of launching men into 
space. 
The rumors finally solidified with the 
government taking the land by condemna­ 
tion. The Air Force only recently con­ 
cluded a condemnation settlement with 
the Sudden Corp. for the land. 
Many millions of dollars have poured 
into the program locally including site 
acquisition and preparation costs. The 
Alpha Steel Co. locally is building much 
of the hardware for the gantry and re­ 
lated facilities. Just recently a number 
of local companies announced plans to be­ 
gin increasing their personnel strength 
as the program began to shift into another 
phase of work.

Liberal Democrats initiate 
probe of military spending 


WASHINGTON (UPI) A bloc of 76 
liberal House Democrats formally init­ 
iated a move today for a full-scale 
examination of military spending which 
th«*y said wastes billions of dollars. 
The 76 congressmen- members of the 
Democratic Study Group-announced they 
would press for adoption of a resolution 
calling for an inquiry at the caucus June 
lb of .11 House Democrats. 
The action came as Defense Secretary 
Melvin R. Laird, on the other side of 
the Capitol, told a Senate Appropriations 
subcommittee he plans to name a special 
panel of 
outside 
experts 
to revise 
weapons buying practice. 
This would be part of a broad reform 
of Pentagon procedures designed to cure 
what Laird termed “ chronic overopti­ 
mism” on the part of the military. 
The House Democratic liberals said 
there is evidence that any savings re­ 
sulting from a slowdown or cessation of 
tile Vietnam war may be reassigned to 
otiier military programs. 
Unless reasonable restraints are app­ 
lied, they said, a wave of antimilitar­ 
ism could be generated and this in turn 
could trigger “ irresponsible reaction” 
in Congress. 
They said their resolution would ask 
both Congress and the Administration 
undertake an immediate and seaching re­ 
examination of all military commitments 
and expenditures” with the aim of cutting 
defense outlays next year as much as 
possible without harming national sec­ 
urity.

fiatfooted. We don’t know what to make 
of it.” All inquiries to Vandenberg were 
redirected to the Pentagon. 
Exactly what the cancellation of the 
multi-billion dollar program means to 
the nation, state and to the local area 
will have to be assessed more complete­ 
ly at a later date, but the Record this 
morning was able to put together infor­ 
mation from several high placed Wash­ 
ington sources which tell the story the 
way it is — at least for now. 
In a nutshell, the cancellation will af­ 
fect a number of base contracting firms 
now and just how they 
will respond 
to the order depends upon the other 
contracts held by those companies. One 
thing is certain, the cancellation of the 
program today will have much less 
effect on the local economy than it would 
have had next year — when the contrac­ 
tor technicians and engineers were to 
begin arriving for installation and check­ 
out of the electronic support equipment. 
Because local officials have been or­ 
dered not to talk, it is difficult to find 
out just how many persons are affected 
but at the most, only a few hundred at 
Vandenberg are now directly employed 
in MOL activities. Throughout the na^ 
tion, of course, thousands are at work 
on contracts relating to the highly secret 
program. 
One highly informed source close to 
the Secretary of Defense this morning 
provided the Record with an exclusive 
interview on the subject and gave these 
candid answers to pointed questions: 
Q. Has the MOL program been can­ 
celled? 
Is there any possibility that it 
is being deferred or reevaluated"’ 
A. No. The Department of Defense is 
in the process of terminating the pro 
gram 
now. 
Termination instructions 
have gone out to McDonneli-Douglas at 


Huntington 
Beach and in St. LouL,. to 
Martin, Aeroject, ETC and other major 
contractors. 
Q. How long will this termination pro­ 
cess take? 
A. When companies get their termina­ 
tion notices they cease work immediate­ 
ly. They begin severance actions but it 
generally takes years before all finan­ 
cial settlements etc. are concluded. The 
impact on the people will be immediate. 
Q. How many people are directly irv- 
volved in the contract being cancelled” 
A. At Vandenberg, I don’t know exact­ 
ly — hundreds. Across the nation there 
are thousands. 
Q. 
Will all work on MOL projects 
here cease immediately? 
A. Construction is in several phases. 
The 
first is the brick, 
mortar and 
steel stage and that is the stage where 
most MOL work at Vandenberg present­ 
ly is. Work on the complex on South 
Vandenberg and support facilities on 
North Vandenberg are nearing comple­ 
tion of that first or construction stage. 
The termination has been handled intel­ 
ligently in that the first stage will be 
completed and placed in a stand-by sta­ 
tus. 
Some 
facilities 
may tie placed 
in stand-by 
after 100 per cent comple­ 
tion and others at other stages of com­ 
pletion. 
Q. What will happen to the second 
phase of the program? 
A. The second phase would be when 
the booster and space contractor per­ 
sonnel would come in for installation 
and checkout operations. This phase 
was not to begin until sometime in the 
future and the people involved are not 
on hand at Vandenberg now. This phase 
of the program has been terminated.

Local businessmen react 
to cancellation of MOL 


Editorial 


The news this morning that the Manned Orbiting Laboratory program of the 
Air Force has been cancelled by the Department of Defense is bound to have 
shocked and disturbed this entire Valley. 
Although it is extremely difficult to understand why such programs are eliminat­ 
ed after billions of taxpayer dollars have been expended, it is not the first time 
in the history of the Department of Defense. True assessments of actions such 
as this one this morning cannot be forthcoming for months. 
To hear some comments this morning from the street, one would believe that 
Deputy Director of Defense David Packard had announced the cancellation of 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
In its little more than ll-year history, many programs have been cancelled, 
phased out and deferred at Vandenberg Air Force Base and the multi-billion 
facility continues despite Its economic ups and downs. We can easily recall 
the hue and cry of the cancellation of the Bornarc program a scant few years 
ago. Vandenberg Air Force Base absorbed that major contract cut and many 
others after. 
Certainly it is difficult to understand. Let us, however, hold back violent or 
emotional reactions until we do. 


The reaction of local businessmen 
was varied on the cancellation of the 
Manned Orbiting Laboratory project to­ 
day. 
D.W. Ausbrook, manager of the Lom­ 
poc Savings and Loan, said “ it is de­ 
finitely going to have an effect on the 
local economy. 1 hope the slack will 
be picked up by other programs on 
base. However, 1 wouldn’t be surprised 
to see someone change his mind in the 
next three or four weeks.” 
Chris Cass, manager of the Western 
Girl Employment office, expressed dis­ 
gust with the decision, saying “ I think 
the economy of the area has been de­ 
pending on it. The employment situation 
is ghastly enough without cancelling more 
programs.” 
A local real estate agent, Harley Craig, 
was not surprised. He said the project 
“ was too long getting off the ground. 
1 figured it would be rescinded during 
the Johnson Administration.” On 
the 
economy of Lompoc, Craig said he felt 
the cancellation would not have the pro­ 
found effect many expected. “ Something 
else will pick it up ” he said. 
Robert C. Lilley, owner of a local 
insurance firm and member of the San­ 
ta Barbara County Planning Commission 
said “ lt is going to take a while to 
know what really happened. It may be 
a tactic to get the ABM approved. How­ 
ever, the overall economic situation in 
Lompoc is pretty good right now. It 
caught Lompoc at a good time.” 
Lilley went on to say the effects of 
the cancellation probably won’t be felt 
for about a month. “ Not many people 
will be leaving the area because most 
of the work has already been complet­ 
ed. 1 doubt if anyone considered the 


long-term problems of such action be­ 
fore the decision was made. For in­ 
stance, not only will Lompoc be affect­ 
ed, but also the Goletu valley with its 
electronic industries.” 
Charlie Kendall, proprietor of a local 
baiv<er shop, said he didn’t expect such 
a decision on the MOl program, but 
that he wouldn’t be surprised if the pro­ 
ject was started again in three or four 
years. 
Two local druggists, Jack Olson and 
Karl Braun, both felt the cancellation 
would severely hurt the local economy, 
depending upon the extent to which Van- 
deuberg had geared itself to the MOL 
program.

SAIGON 
(UPD-U.S. 
B52 
bombers dropped nearly 900 
tons of bombs and Allied troops 
killed 168 Communists in an 
effort to break up a red drive 
against Tay Ninh city, a key 
provincial 
capital, 
m ilitary 
spokesmen said today. 
It was the heavist B52 raids 
in Tay Ninh province northwest 
of Saigon since April 24 and 
followed 
a 
day- of 
fighting 
around Tay Ninh city by U.S. 
infantrymen riding tanks and 
South Vietnamese paratroopers 
sweeping through the jungle. 


Allied communiques said at 
least 46 Communists had been 
killed 19 Americans killed and 
99 wounded in the fourth day of 
a Communist offensive in which 
fighting flared from the north­ 
ern quarter of the country to 
the Mekong Delta. 
Communist gunners stepped 
up shelling in South Vietnam 
Monday night and early today, 
blasting 45 targets with rockets 
and m ortars. None of the new 
attacks was against any major 
city.

Communists 
in

Ninh 
province in a series of battles 
Monday, spokesmen said. In the 
largest clash, U.S. 25th Infantry 
Division troops killed 51 North 
Vietnamese troops

The fighting broke out after a

The American vehicles wheeled 
and smashed over the top of 
the Communist iK)sltion and the 
U.S. troops called in helicopter 
gunships and AC47 planes with 
18,000 - round - a - minute ma­ 
chine guns. 


The Americans lost three 
killed and 18 wounded. 
Far to the north U.S. 5th 
Marine Division leathernecks 
backed by planes and artillery 
killed 155 North Vietnamese 
troops in two battles northwest 
of An Hoa, 352 m iles northeast 
of Saigon. The Americans lost 
two killed and 11 wounded. 


The Saigon government said 
36"i houses were destroyed in 
fighting at Tay Ninh city and 31 
others half-ruined. 
T erro rists setoff several 107 
mm rockets in a small bus 100 
yards 
from

lieadquarters in Saigon today. 
The blast killed two civilians 
and wounded eight others. 
Tay Ninh city is near the 
Cambodian 
border,

Reagan, Reinecke plan 
bigger say by students

SACRAMENTO (UPI)— Gov. 
Ronald Reagan and the Legisla­ 
ture showed preliminary signs 
today of a possible compromise 
over income tax withholding. 
Republican 
Assemblyman 
William Bagley, the Legisla­ 
ture’s chief withholding advo­ 
cate, said he may be willing to 
support 
Reagan’s 
voluntary- 
only plan. 
“ I have no hangup,” he said. 
“ If someone can demonstrate 
to me that partial withholding 
is workable and passable, 
I 
certainly will support it.” 
But 
he quickly added, “ I 
don’t think that's going to come 
to pass. I don't think you can 
devise 
a partial withholding 
that’s politically acceptable.” 
The San Rafael assemblyman 
said every Democratic leader 
he 
talks 
to 
“ laughs 
at” 
Reagan’s proposal. 
Nevertheless, it’s the first 
time Bagley has gone so far in 
publicly 
stating 
he may be 
willing to accept Reagan’s plan. 
Reagan 
included 
voluntary 
withholding in a m assive tax 
reform program he suggested 
two months ago. Many legisla­ 
tors 
regarded 
that 
as 
a 
compromise from the gover­ 
nor’s previous adamant stand 
against mandatory withholding 
for everyone. He’s still solidly 
against that. 


Bagley told of his willingness 
to compromise Monday while 
formally disclosing details of 
what is expected to become the 
nucleus of an “ official” Assem­ 
bly tax reform program. Much 
of the plan actually was leaked 
to reporters last week. 
Besides withholding, the plan 
includes: 
A 
10 per cent across-the- 
board income tax increase, a 
half cent sales tax increase, a 
lim it on local school spending, 
state assumption of all county 
welfare 
costs, 
property tax 
relief for both homeowners and 
renters, taxing church-owned 
non-religious businesses, limit­ 
ing the 27 per cent oil depletion 
allowance 
to 
just 
operating 
costs, 
reducing capital gains 
income tax breaks, doubling the 
business inventory tax exemp­ 
tion 
and 
a 
half per 
cent 
increase 
in 
the 
bank 
and 
corporation tax. 
Actual details and figures are 
expected to change many times 
before the package winds it 
way through both houses of the 
Legislature, if it ever does. As 
drafted, it would shift $788 
million in taxes. 


The plan, written by a six- 
man, bi-partisan panel created 
by Assembly Speaker Robert 
Monagan, was recommended by 
a three-man subcommittee of 
the 
Revenue 
and 
Taxation 
C o m m i t t e e , which Bagley 
chairs. 
Bagley said “ if we do not 
have full withholding, we do not 
have a chance of putting this 
through.” 
He later modified his “ full 
withholding” statement to de­ 
clare that he is “ flexible” and 
might go for “ partial withhold­ 
ing” —Bagley’s name for what 
Reagan called “ voluntary.” 
Bagley said the subcommittee 
rejected 
the 
idea 
of 
a 
“ minimal” tax relief program 
because to be meaningful, it 
should “ deal with major tax 
loopholes in the income tax as 
well as provide a significant 
amount of property tax relief.” 
The Republican assemblyman 
contended the plan would make 
$1 
billion “ available” 
for* 
ultimate property tax relief. 
Roughly $100 million of this 
would go to low income and 
senior citizen renters. 
The 
subcommittee recom­ 
mended that a $2.88 statewide 
property 
tax 
be 
levied for 
schools-a suggestion already 
rejected by the Senate Educa­ 
tion Committee. 
Under the subcommittee pro­ 
posal, 
$307 million 
in 
new 
school money would become 
available. 
But because “ it is appro­ 
priate that taxpayers receive 
assurance 
that 
the 
school 
property tax is brought under 
some reasonable control,” Ba­ 
gley said, the subcommittee 
recommended a “ rational, hu­ 
mane 
and 
effective” 
local 
spending limit. 
Under 
this 
plan, 
school 
districts basically could not 
spend more per pupil than they 
are now, unless current expen­ 
ditures are under the statewide 
average. 
In that case, 
they 
could be raised to the median. 
School districts could lift the 
spending limit if a majority of 
local voters approved. 
Assembly 
minority leader 
Jess Unruh issued a statement 
praising Bagley for offering “ a 
new approach.” He promised to 
keep “ an open mind.” 
State Finance Director Cas­ 
par Weinberger, who is pushing 
Reagan’s voluntary witliholding 
idea, 
said 
he 
was “ encou­ 
raged.” 
“ Voluntary withholding can 
pass,” he said, “ if Mr. Bagley 
will get t>ehindandpushit.”

SAN DIEGO (UPI)~Govern-

employes

constitutional right to strike, a 
judge ruled Monday. 
The decision, believed without 
precedent, 
was 
issued 
by 
Superior 
Court 
Judge 
Hugo 
Fisher 
in lifting a restraining 
order prohibiting members of 
Local 
127 of the American 
Federation of State, County, 
and Municipal Employes from 
striking. 


Strikes by public employes 
generally 
have 
been 
ruled 
illegal by courts, and many 
states have laws prohibiting 
teachers, 
sanitation workers 
and 
other 
employes 
from 
striking. 
Fisher noted in his decision 
that the California Legislature 
has outlawed strikes by police­ 
men 
and 
firemen 
but 
has 
“ consciously left its hands off 
the subject of other employes.” 
In the absence of specific 
legislation, the judge said, there 
is no legal ground for outlawing 
a walkout by public employes. 


Fisher also said the U. S. 
Supreme 
Court 
ruled 
that 
government employes have the 
right 
to engage in political 
activities and their rights as 
citizens 
cannot 
be 
revoked 


without 
imperative 
necessi­ 
ty.” 
The city of San Diego has not 
demonstrated such “ imperative 
necessity,” said Fisher.

townspeople will recall the horse-drawn 
wagon delivering fresh produce to the 
grocery store. His home and gardens 
were across the street south of the. 
present Grefco plant, a few hundred 
yards past the Robinson Bridge. 
Gin Chow was said to be a remark­ 
able and clever man in many ways. He 
demanded and received a greater right- 
of-way settlement than others, when 
Southern Pacific Railroad wished to 
cross his land inGoleta. 


He was an honest man. He received 
loans without interest from individuals, 
and bankers extended his mortgage pay­ 
ments. And he was a wise man, known 
for his predictions and philosophy — “ In 
Amelica, man liked 
for 
big car he 
drive. In China, man liked for what he 
know . . . ” 
Some facts about Gin Chow are re­ 
corded in an interesting book compiled 
by Harry Carr, a columnist for the Los 
Angeles Times, and published in 1932 
under the title, “ Gin Chow’s First Al- 
manac.” He had a sharp mind, even then 


at age 75. He was born in China, where 
his father was also a teacher, and mayor 
of Choaking City for many years. 
Gin Chow arrived in Amedca at age 
16, in 1873. After settling in Santa 
Barbara, he supported nine family mem­ 
bers in China for 16 years before he 
married. He worked as a dish washer, 
gardener, house boy and finally earned 
enough money to purchase 22 acres of 
land near Goleta in 1897, but leased it 
and moved to Lompoc. He bought 32 acres 
here in 1911, only six months before the 
Chinese were banned from purchasing 
land in the United States. Life was not 
easy for Gin Cow, but Anna Hollister, 
wife of Col. W.W. Hollister of Santa 
Barbara was “angel woman” to him in 
Santa Barbara and after he moved to 
Lompoc. 


When Gin Chow said in early Febru­ 
ary, 1931, that the afternoon of January 
5 of the next year was going to be warm 
and that February 2, 1932, would be wet, 
it was His long-range predictions were 
once front-page news. His prophetic ut­ 
terances brought him fame throughout the 
West Coast, but often he was pooh-poohed 


in his own town of Lompoc. He appear­ 
ed in motion picture newsreels and spoke 
at service clubs. 
Of national and international interest 
were Gin Chow’s predictions of the San­ 
ta Barbara and the great Yokohama 
earthquakes of 1925 and 1923. How was he 
to know of these events? He determined 
his predictions from books left by his 
grandfather and passed down through the 
family. It is believed they are now in 
the possession of his daughter, Mrs. 
Walter Grossi, of Cayucos. 
And what of the future? “ Men will 
live for each other and war will stop 
after 1983. Governments will own lots 
of things now swiped by rich men. There 
will be no bad rich men for they will take 
men who work for them into their busi­ 
ness.” So said Gin Chow, Lompoc pro­ 
phet.

34 cup low-calorie salad

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The 
woman whose husband is in 
the market for a better ex­ 
ecutive position can sheath 
her nails and relax the com­ 
pany smile. 


Most corporations 
’’now 
hire the fellow and not the 
wife,” according to a spe­ 
cialist in recruiting men for 
jobs that will pay $40.000 to 
$60,000 annually.' 


J. William S t a c k Jr.. 
president of Haskell Stack, 
Inc., explains that the pres­ 
sure to put the wife in her 
husband’s corporate shoes 
‘‘got distorted, out of propor­ 
tion.” Years ago companies 
insisted on intensely inter­ 
viewing the wife to make 
sure she would be a strong 
part of “the team .” 


A classic example of how’ 
brutal and ludicrous such a 
hiring technique could be 
was pictured in the movie 
“Executive Suite.” Although 
made in 1954, the film ap­ 
pears regularly on television 
and everyone is happy to see 
June Ally son overcome all 
as a saccharine, model-wife 
amid “ the back-stabbing ef­ 
forts to grab off the late 
president’s job.” 


“We now check a m an’s 
wife to see there are no 
skeletons or that she isn’t a 
lush," Stack adds. 


Although 
t h e 
emphasis 
now is on the man and how 
he will fit the job, the wife's 


role continues important but 
in a different way. 


“ I can spot a guy if his 
wife is on 
board,” 
says 
Stack. “ He has confidence 
in her response to his possi­ 
ble move. 


“Today’s heroines in cor­ 
porate life are solidly in the 
background. Companies no 
longer are won over by the 
wife who’s a beauty or m ere­ 
ly a social asset. We sound 
out references on whether 
she will provide a stable 
home life. If a wife has a 
valid interest in her husband 
and his success, she asks 
about the schools, churches 
and other community fea­ 
tures the family faces if he 
switches companies.” 


Stack speaks from experi­ 
ence since pictures of his 
five sons line the walls of 
his simply decorated Park 
Avenue office. Each son, he 
proudly notes, was born in 
a different city as he pro­ 
gressed as a sales executive 
before entering the person­ 
nel field. 


With an estimated 1,800 
firms involved in executive 
recruiting. S t a c k worries 
a b o u t criticism that re­ 
cruiters take someone who 
is happy and make him un­ 
happy. 


“ We need to remove the 
s t i g m a of ‘headhunters’ 
from the business,” he ad­ 
mits.

s u c h as Haskell Stack is 
working with the Horatio 
Alger vice president or pres­ 
ident. This is the man. he 
explains, who has gone up 
and 
up without 
setbacks. 
When the boom is lowered 
the first time—this happens 
when a conglomerate moves 
in—he has to look for a job 
for the first time and doesn’t 
know how. 


“Few good recruiters can 
be young,” he feels. “It’s 
being a m arriage broker. 
There is a need to shape the 
individual 
to 
the 
b a c k ­ 
ground.” 


Reference checks include 
a peer, superior and sub­ 
ordinate at his current posi­ 
tion; the neighborhood to 
see how the man and wife 
operate as a family; a social 
friend of 15 to 20 years stand­ 
ing; someone who has known 
the person since boyhood, 
and someone from his ap­ 
prentice years or college 


Even with the large sala­ 
ries up for grabs, Stack in­ 
sists that money is not the 
sole motivating f o r c e for 
most. “ Expect a normal in­ 
crease of 15 to 20 per cent,” 
he explains, “but the biggest 
motivator is what lies ahead 
in the job and not just the 
money. If money is the only 
reason for a shift, then a 
recruiter knows the next $5 
will hire him away again."

Ocean fishing out of Port San 
Luis continues to get better 
all the time. Last week anglers 
got lim its of salmon and were 
headed home before the late 
morning breeze swept in. 
Fish are getting larger with 
an occasional one that will run 
20 pounds or better. Party boats 
are also getting in the play 
with an average of two fish per 
angler. Bottom fishing is still 
good with large ling cod pre­ 
dominant in the catch. Most 
party boats are fishing Point 
Sal 
surrounding reefs. 
That 
area is a little far for the 
sm all boat to travel, as they 
would usually have the wind to 
contend with one the homeward 
stretch. 
So far there is not much on 
the salmon picture out of Morro 
Bay. The odd one or two are 
being taken by party boats. The 
best catch has been botton fish 
with halibut and large lings 
being caught. Fishing in the bay 
is not what it used to be with 
no one being able to give a 
specific reason. 
We remember not too many 
years ago when we could always 
be sure of a nice bag of flounders 
and bass for a morning's fish­ 
ing. The catch would usually 
include a halibut in the 25- 
pound range. But these are rare 
catches now. The flatties used 
to be hanging around where the 
commercial fishermen landed 
and we once had three sizeable 
halibut on at one time when 
there were three of us in the boat 
on the bay. Those were the 
days! 
Surf fishing is fair to good 
but unfortunately the best spots 
of reach for the average angler 
who would need a beach buggy 
or four-wheel drive vehicle to 
get to the lower reaches of Oc- 
eano Beach. That would be the 
Mussle Rock vicinity. There 
also used to be good 
fishing 
off of the Santa Maria oilfields. 
But due to vandalism, this ac­ 
cess has been closed by the oil 
company. 
Trout fishing in the new Lopez 
Lake continues to hold up well 
despite heavy pressure from an­ 
glers. Stocking has been heavy 
with one large load of trout 
in the 10 to 12 inch category 
being planted. 
As to where the fish are in 
Lopez Lake, well that is a good 
question. One might say the fish 
are 
simply where one finds 
them . . . scattered all over 
the lake. Stocking crew s have 
been planting the fish near the 
main boat launching ramp. But 
from there where they go is 
anyone’s guess. We have notic­ 
ed a large crowd of anglers 
at the dam who appear to be 
getting fish. 
The other day we went and 
tried fishing outside the park, 
never ever getting a bite, as 
did many other fishermen. But 
at the same time, those fishing 
within the recreation area had 
no trouble finding fish.

Brown making adjustment 
from player to coaching

DAVIDSON, N.C.

Two months 
ago. 
Larry 
Brown’s main 
concern 
was 
playing basketball well enough 
to help the Oakland Oaks win 
the American Basketball Asso 
ciation championship. 
That 
was 
before 
Brown 
became head basketball coach 
at Davidson College, a small 
liberal arts school that ranked 
number three in the nation last 
year under Coach Lefty Driese- 
11. 
Brown was tapped April 11 to 
succeed Driesell, who moved to 
Maryland, and since that time 
the former University of North 
Carolina star has been going 
through 
the diffecult trans­ 
formation from player to coach. 
“ There’s a tremendous ad­ 
justment to be made, that’s for 
sure,” the 28-year-old Brown

Although 
Brown 
had

“ It’s easy to suggest things 
when you’re not the one to 
make the final decisions, he 
said.

Committee approves 
criminal record bill 


The Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee has approved a proposal 
by Senator Robert J. Lagomar- 
sino (R-Ventura and Santa Bar­ 
bara Counties) to improve the 
manner in which criminal rec­ 
ords are maintained and proc­ 
essed by state and local law en­ 
forcement agencies. 
The Committee gave a “ do 
pass” recommendation to Sen­ 
ate 
Bill 
462, which imposes 
strict liminations on the distri­ 
bution of official records, and 
eliminates present procedures 
for the “ sealing” of certain 
criminal records. 
Senator 
Lagomarsino 
ex­ 
plained that the measure will 
permit only designated public 
agencies, that have a genuine 
need for information, to have 
access to the files of the State 
Department of Justice and other 
law enforcement agencies. The 
Senator, who is widely known 
for his achievements in secur­ 
ing effective law enforcement, 
stated that police agencies will 
be assured of complete and ac­ 
curate information concerning 
criminal offenders. 
At the same time, he said, 
rehabilitated offenders will be 
prbtected 
from 
widespread 
knowledge of their mistakes. 
Noting that present law does 
not restrict dissemination of a r­ 
rest records by most law en­ 
forcement bodies, Lagomarsino 
stated that a person’s record 
often hampers his efforts to 
gain steady employment, and In­ 
terferes 
with 
occupational 


training and other worthwhile 
career objectives. 
“By limiting the disclosure 
of official records, and there 
by preventing misuse of such in 
formation, this proposal will as 
sist the offender who sincere­ 
ly desires to reform and become 
a law - abiding citizen,” Lag­ 
omarsino said. “This bill alsc 
offers immeasurable benefit tc 
the person who was arrestedbul 
never convicted of a criminal 
offense.” 


Lagomarsino pointed out that 
existing 
provisions 
for 
the 
“ sealing” of arrest and convic­ 
tion records benefit only the few 
individuals who are eligible for 
such procedures; many offend­ 
ers who need protection from 
the history of their past e r­ 
rors cannot have their records 
sealed. 
“Sealing criminal records is 
an expensive process for the 
courts 
and 
law enforcement 
agencies,” he added, “ and all 
too often it is only a futile 
gesture that stirs false hopes 
in the reformed offender, be­ 
cause it blots out only the offi­ 
cial record, and information re­ 
mains available 
from other 
sources, such as news files and 
the memories of neighbors and 
associates.” 


Enactment of this measure 
will relieve state and local 
government of an unnecessary 
expense, and will guarantee that 
official information is used only 
for official purposes.

A phalanx of more than 80 college students is being readied 
to decend on Washington officialdom this summer. The future 
lawyers, doctors and engineers have been recruited by Ralph 
Nader, that arch-defender of the public interest, to serve on 
investigating teams of at least 10 students each that will take 
a close look at the operation of a number of federal agencies. 
Major targets will include the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission, the Food and Drug Administration and health, safety 
and consumer services of the Agriculture, Labor and Health, 
Education and Welfare Departments. 
"These students are going to reach for the cobwebs,” 
explains Nader. "They will be studying how the agencies 
actually operate (and) to what extent they are carrying out 
their declared missions . . . They will recommend improve­ 
ments in reports to be made by the end of this year. ” 
The operation is an expanded version of one that took

place last summer in which seven "Nader’s Raiders” —law 
students from Harvard and Yale — produced a highly criti­ 
cal report on the personnel and performance of the Federal 
Trade Commission. 


This summer’s studies will be “ much deeper and detailed,” 
says Nader. While the students are expected to work long 
hours and proceed with full propriety, "bureaucratic secrecy 
is not going to be tolerated.” 


Suits will be filed under the Freedom of Information Act 
to gain access to material, if necessary, he warns. In fact, 
one of the key purposes of the project is "to show how much 
change can be brought about by citizens if the doors of sec­ 
recy are opened.” 
Mission: Impossible? Maybe. But damn the bureaucratic 
torpedoes and full speed ahead. 


Reliable bulwark 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
A close friend, vice president of one 
of the nation’s great universities, re­ 
cently visited here. 
He was in despair. 
He saw no way out of 
the problems of his 
school 
a n d other 
schools with which he 
was familiar. 
As our talk went on, 
it was clear he was 
less worried by the 
students than by the 
faculty. He had found 
among them a wide­ 
spread deep and irra­ 
tional hatred of the 
police. Not a particular policeman. Not 
a specific police force. But the police. 
Not just police on campus but all police. 
This 
reporter has 
now done some 
checking elsewhere. He has discovered 
no objective data which lists how var­ 
ious groupings react to the police. But 
what this reporter has learned thus far 
tends to confirm that the hatred this 
university administrator saw in his own 
school is widespread. 
There are obviously some very bad 
individual policemen. Some seem to be 
sadists —brutal, cruel and savage. Oth­ 
ers are inept, bumbling men, getting out 
of hand when a situation overwhelms 
them. There are some corrupt and venal 
police 
departments whose objectives 
seem to be self-aggrandizement and rep­ 
ression rather than justice and even- 
handed protection. 
Such deficient men must be eliminat­ 
ed from the force. Such corrupt de­ 
partments — and their chieftains — must 
go It is necessary that no one stand by 
idly, for one of the most effective tools 
of a totalitarian society this reporter 
learned first hand in prewar Japan is a 
brutal, pervasive police force. 
But there seems to be a growing 
danger among us to want to throw out 
the baby with the bath water. For most 
police are honest, overworked, sincere 
family men, even as you and I. It is in 
the interests of us all to back the 
police as an institution. 


The aging widow of a nationally fam­ 
ous artist tells me she has just bought a 
revolver and taken training in its use. 
She keeps the weapon by her bed at 
night because she fears for her life. 
She is afraid to sleep in her house alone 
without it. 
A mild middle-aged scholar friend al­ 
most lost his life in a violent attack by 
thugs in front of the Brookings Institu­ 
tion (for scholarly research) and Johns 
Hopkins School of Advanced International 
Studies. 
It is bad to live in fear of the po­ 
lice. But it is bad to live in fear of 
mobs or individuals. If there is no pro­ 


tection, none of us can be free. Take­ 
overs become easy. Legislators, judges 
and administrators can be terrorized 
into compliance. 
Hitler knew this. One of his first ef­ 
forts was an attempt to destroy the po­ 
lice. Every underground terrorist in­ 
surgency this reporter has seen in oper­ 
ation first - hand has made destruction 
of the police its major objective. 
We have seen this trend here among 
some violent groups. Destruction of the 
police was the objective of a small neo- 
Facist faction in the march on Chicago. 
It was the purpose of one segment of the 
rioters at Columbia University.

Traditions are changing 


The Board of Supervisors has set up a 
schedule of public hearings on the pro­ 
posed 1969-70 county budget starting 
Monday, July 7. 
There is no provision for night meet­ 
ings of the county supervisors. 
City Councils hold night sessions in 
the five cities in the county. But the 
practice in most city and county gov­ 
ernmental agencies is to meet during 
the daytime hours. It’s traditional, but 
traditions are changing. 
Maybe some consideration should be 
given to holding the county budget pub­ 
lic hearings — or at least a major one— 
at night when concerned property owners 
and taxpayers can have their say in a 
proper forum. 
Most taxpayers have to be content with 
penning letters of dissent and protest; 
they don’t have the same weight as forth­ 
right public appearances. 
Perhaps county supervisors 
might 
shrink from encouraging a mass output 
of personal appearances by taxpayers. 
But they shouldn’t be. They are used 
to approving and adopting budgets with 
almost no one on hand, except County 
Taxpayers Assn., Tax-Action or County 
Farm Bureau paid representatives. But

they get repercussions all the rest of 
the year. 
These organizations do a good job in 
their spheres. But there are larger 
spheres involved in the county tax pic­ 
ture, and many more public viewpoints 
could be presented than are being pre­ 
sented. 
County 
supervisors certainly don’t 
welcome the responsibility of making 
big decisions involving millions of tax­ 
payers’ funds when they can’t properly 
gauge public sentiment. 
This is a critical budget period shap­ 
ing up. County Taxpayers’Assn. officials 
point toward an “ indicated 18-cent tax 
rise” in the county rate this year — 
based on the proposed record budget and 
the present assessed valuation which is 
due to go upwards but not nearly so 
much as in other years. 
First things to be sacrificed when 
budget cuts have to be made generally 
are basically good services, such as 
parks and recreation, and library serv­ 
ices. Local allotments in county bed 
tax revenues'could be reduced this year, 
thus hurting local promotional activi­ 
ties to get tourist income. 
There are fresh demands for law and 
order. These are reflected in the new 
proposed county budget. The sheriff’s 
department appropriation is up substan­ 
tially again. The budget reflects big in­ 
creases to go to those who for one 
reason or another cannot take care of 
themselves: the welfare cases, health 
and mental cases are included in this 
category. The public can make itself 
heard in these matters too, and a swell­ 
ing chorus might assist in making wel­ 
fare payments uniform in the various 
states, to help curb the frightening mi­ 
gration of rootless, destitute people to 
California and Santa Barbara County. 
Strong public sentiment might also be 
presented on the question of whether to 
continue certain promotional donations. 
Diversion of certain road funds to the 
general fund is to be considered. Would 
this hurt needed road maintenance pro­ 
grams in the county? The public is en­ 
titled to ask about this and to get the 
information needed on which to base a 
stand. 
Many special districts are adopting 
budgets; it is encouraging to see tax 
rates being held and even reduced. May­ 
be, the county can win a miracle here 
to give proper services and yet keep 
the new budget from aggravating the 
present tax situation facing property 
owners. 
But before this can be accomplished 
supervisors want to get some solid guide­ 
lines from the public in addition to tax­ 
payer group recommendations. 
One way to do this may be to have a 
night session, which is the only time 
the majority of concerned property own­ 
ers can attend a budget session.

Constant problem 


TANGIER, Morocco — A romantic, 
picturesque 
character endowed with 
a luxuriant red beard, one flaming blue 
eye and a shrewd brain leaped the strait 
here in 756 and attacked Gibraltar. 
His name was Adb al-Rahman. He 
became by far the most powerful king 
in Europe and laid the foundation for 
the great Arabian caliphate in Spain 
that affects our country to this very 
day. 
Abd al-Rahman made of Cordoba a 
wonder city, soon to be the greatest 
on the continent. Paris and London 
were little villages. Cordoba boasted 
such undreamed-of things as running 
water in the houses, street lighting, 
a famous university — undoubtedly the 
best in the world at the time-—-300 
mosques and 900 pupil baths. 
Excelling as chem­ 
ists. mathematicians 
(algebra is an Ara­ 
bic word), astronom­ 
ers, architects, ag­ 
riculturists, 
poets, 
philosophers, 
doc­ 
tors and city plann­ 
ers, the way of life 
evolved by the Arabs 
in Spain established 
the cultural rebirth 
in Europe which had been sunk in the 
Dark Ages. Moreover, it was through 
the Spanish and Jewish scholar's trans­ 
lations of Arabian books that the con­ 
tinent rediscovered the best works of 
Greek thought. 
The caliphate lasted until 1031 and it 
was not until 461 years later (1492) 
that a Christian Spanish unification grad­ 
ually emerged. As one result of the 
700 years of Arab occupation the Is­ 
lamic world is in the Moors of Spain. 
And with this heritage today’s political 
life there reflects several unspoken real­ 
ities that seem lost on us entirely. 
First, I found in Spain’s foreign of­ 
ficials nearly an obsession to be a 
third force, a bridge, in the Arab-Is- 
rael dispute. Spanish leaders, with some 
justice, 
believe they 
understand the 
Arabs better than any nation in Europe, 
and certainly better than the British, 
French and Russians involved in the 
current four-power discussions with our 
country on Arab-Israel peace moves. 
They recognize the direct involve­ 
ment of these four other nations in the 
Mideast war potential but are convinced 
that an American effort to obtain Spain’s 
views would be exceedingly well re­ 
ceived in the Arab world. In this they 
are probably right. Should Washington 
empower able Robert C. Hill, our new­ 
ly appointed Ambassador to Spain, even 
to discuss privately Arab-Israel ques­ 
tions at the Spanish Foreign Office, the 
compliment would clearly improve U.S. 
Spanish relations. 
The resulting benefits would likewise 
pay off in Latin America where Spanish 
relations are traditional ( more than 
600 Latin-American towns are named 
for Spanish cities), where the influence 
remains powerful and where improved 
Ameriean-Spanish relations could give 
an immediate lift to the United States. 
The Spaniards claim that our rela­ 
tions with Spain should be excellent, so 
do leaders in the Arab world here and 
everywhere I have been. Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco’s proudest boast (and 
probably his most popular in Spain ) 
is that “ Spain was the first country in 
Europe to fight communism— and win.” 
Isn’t this what the United States is now 
doing, they ask, all over the world? 
On March 26, following much heated 
comment in our country, we offered an 
agreement in principle for a renewed 
defense arrangement and continued leas­ 
es on our immense $250 million naval 
base at Rota, Spain, and three Air Force 
installations. But leading Spanish offic­ 
ials, including Franco, claim that Spain 
is badly misinterpreted in the United 
States. 
Many nations, refusing to admit faults 
within themselves, feel mininterpreted, 
but the usual “ explanation” by Spanish 
leaders comes as a surprising, eye- 
opening, 
simplistic 
contention which 
lights up a dark corner of Spanish re­ 
sentment. 
They question the sincerity of dic­ 


tatorship abhorrance by those who ap­ 
parently condone Tito while condemning 
Franco. Instead, they attribute most of 
the alleged misinterpretation of Spain 
to several American officeholders in 
areas where the Jewish vote is high and 
to parts of the American press, which 
accuse of having a strong pro-Israel 
basis. They don’t spare the horses on 
this. And then comes the surprise. 
They claim that Spain’s 
roots in 
the Arab world, Spain’s affiliations with

many Arab leaders, and Spain's tenden­ 
cy to sympathize with Arab viewpoints 
and construed to clash with Israel in­ 
terests and thus— they contend— are 
at the root of many American misin­ 
terpretations. 
Indeed, the misrepresentation charge 
and the agruing against this claimed 
cause— Isreal— is a constant problem 
at the United States Embassy in Madrid.
